B altim ore* agent, who gave the 
plot of land containing 250 acres 
to John M iller in consideration of 
50 pounds for the purpose of estab­ 
lishing a settlem ent. John M iller's 
town did not m aterialize, but his 
non W illiam succeeded in planning 
the town and bringing in the first

He laid out his plans on

built him self a house and 
.traded streets in 1801. It w as not
